Programs are not only being instituted in 
college campuses, but some are developing in 
the communities. Breakaway, a San Francisco 
women’s studies center instructs women from 
the outlying communities, in understanding 
their oppression and how to fight. 

A pamphlet on this semester's women’s 
studies courses states that “The Women’s 
Studies offers a group of courses designed to 
rectify the distorted view of women’s past, to 
provide us with the tools to analyze our 
oppression, and to lead us to action that will 
end that oppression.” 

The Women’s Studies Program offers many 
courses this fall.

During the 1971-72 academic 
year approximately 540 American 
graduate students will be studying

Tuition has been raised to $37 
per unit this fall for continuing 
foreign students at all of the 
California State Colleges. The 
State Legislature’s action to 
discontinue subsidy which paid 
for a ‘portion of the tuition was 
related to the students in less than 
60 days before commencement of 
the fall semester. 

Some foreign students at Fresno 
State College have initiated a 


Mexico, Netherlands, New

General eligibility requirements 
are: U. S. citizenship at the time 
of application, a bachelor’s degree 
or its equivalent by the beginning 
date of the grant, language ability 
commensurate with the demands 
of the proposed study project, 
and good health.

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A NATURAL 
FOODS “HI

“You're a vegetarian? Where do you get your protein? You do eat 
fish and eggs, don't you?” 

These are typical questions that everyone asks me. Even many 
vegetarians | know ask me what my sources of protein are. It's as if 
they want to know who my “dealer” is. So I tell them my source: ina 
word, Nature. Every food which can be eaten in its natural, raw state, 
contains protein Not only do nuts, beans, grains, and milk products 
contain amino acids, but also honey, leafy green vegetables, oranges, 
apples, pears, raisins, grapes, peaches, melons, carrots, apricots 
bananas, sprouts, and cold-pressed vegetable oils 

In short, raw fruits and vegetables will supply a person with all the 
essential vitamins, minerals, enzymes, trace elements and other vital 
substances and all the necessary proteins as well. This has been well 
established by the Scientific Council of the International Society for 
Research on Nutrition and Vital Substances, an independent and well 
qualified authority, which recommends a low animal protein dict 

Even potatoes are a good source of protein if they are baked and 
eaten with their skins on. Exactly how much protein a person should 
eat has been a controversial subject, kept alive by meat caters like 
Adelle Davis and the US. Dept. of Agriculture Adelle Davis 
recommends 120 grams of protein per day, but is this really necessary” 
Protein cannot be stored in the body as readily as carbohydrates, and 
that which is not assimilated starts to putrify. The myth that we need 
protein every day has even permeated our educational system, and in 
our elementary schools children are taught about basic tood groups 
according to the Bible of General Mills and the Gospel of the American 
Beef Association 

The SCISRNVS states’ “The conception of the 
neo-classical nutrition theory that anima! proteins are more valuable 
than plant proteins can no longer be accepted. Each plant protein 
contains all the exogenous-essential amino acids." What are the 
“complete” proteins? They are proteins which are found not only in 
meat, but also in soybeans, sesame seeds, many nuts and seeds, millet, 
potatoes, and green vegetables. However, a person does not have to 
worry about whether or not he is getting his complete proteins, as 
separate foods with incomplete proteins when eaten together will 
complement each other, and thus render their total protein biologically 
complete 

For example, wheat is lacking in certain proteins, but a sandwich 
made with whole wheat bread (without preservatives) with cheese on it 
will be a complete protein meal, with the cheese complementing the 
wheat and supplying the missing amino acids. It is important to realize, 
however, that most foods purchased in a supermarket have been so 
devitalized by the food packaging industry that they give you little 
more than a complete meal of chemical garbage 

The myth that animal proteins are needed for Strength and 
endurance has been disproven repeatedly in scientific experiments. 
Comparative studies of meat-eating Yale athletes and non-meat-eating 
vegetarians, doctors, and assistants from the Battle Creek Sanitorium oy 
Prof. Irving Fisher have concluded that vegetarians have more strength 
and endurance. Experiments included various exercises, such as 
deep-knee bends. Results showed, for example, that none of the 
meat-eaters could do more than 300-400 deep-knee bends, while one 
vegetarian did 5,000 deep-knee bends consect tively. Further 
experiments showed that if the meat-eaters decreased their protein 
intake by 20%, endurance increased at a mean rate of 33%. 

According to Health Secrets from Europe by Paavo O. Airola, N.D., 
studies made by Dr. R. Chittenden of Yale University demonstrate that 
professors, students, doldiers, and athietes studied reached their peak of 
muscular strangth and endurance at about one-third of their usual 
protein intake, or about 35 grams of protein per day. Dr. Chittenden’s 
explanation of this is that a higher intake of protein results in a higher 
blood content of uric acid, urea, and purines which have a toxic, 
paralyzing ci{fect on nerves and muscles. 

In order to give you an indication of what a day's supply of protein 
is, and of comparative prices, look at wheat germ in comparison to 
meat. A half cup of wheat germ contains 24 grams © protein, at a cost 
of about $.03, while a quarter pound of beef does not contain as much 
protein! 

Nor do many of 
the people | met this summer who have been vegetarians for as long as 
40 or 50 years. My friend Fred has never eaten meat in his 23 years of 
life, and he is 6'3” tall.

THE SHOP ON MAIN STREET (Jan Kadar &

The local carpenter who is appointed “aryan 
controller” 1s bewildered by her stubborness and 
charm. As their friendship grows, the complications 
and commitments grow also. Winner of an Oscar for 
Best Foreign Film, this film has been unanimously 
praised as one of the great films of the decade. What 
gives the film a greater moral depth is that it does not 
focus on the victim but on the implicated moral 
witness. Because of this important emphasis, the film 
will never completely descend into pathos for we are 
all moral witnesses and can never escape the resulting 
identification with the films protagonist.

CHARLIE BUBBLES (Albert Finney) Finney has 
been a major international star since SATURDAY 
NIGHT & SUNDAY MORNING and TOM JONES, 
yet he has refused to forsake the traditional attitude 
of English actors who continue to work steadily on 
stage and regard movies as a secondary effort. Critics 
were surprised then when he turned to directing in 
1967. They were shocked at how nakedly 
autobiographical this film was even though the script 
was written by Shelagh Delaney. Finney stars in the 
title role of a talented writer from the North of 
England who has succumbed to a sybaritic luxury in 
London and has stopped creating. Despite the satiric 
names (Smokey Pickle, Charlie Bubbles, Eliza Heyho, 
Mr. and Mrs. Noseworthy, etc.) the actors create fully 
rounded painfully real people. Billie Whitelaw is 
superb as Charlie's ex-wife; Liza Minelli perfect as his 
adoring American secretary; Colin Blakely as a writer 
friend who has retained his North Country earthiness, 
and Timothy Garland as Charlie's crafty son give 
excellent camera performances. Finney gives a 
sel’-effacing acting performance in the central role 
but shows genuine talent as a director particularly 
with his fellow actors in what could have been a 
tour-de-force performance strictly for himself. As 
Richard Schickel has said, “CHARLIE BUBBLES is a 
modest thing, but, like all good work in the minor 
keys, it has a way of haunting the memory.”

SHAKESPEARE WALLAH (James Ivory) A young 
American filmmaker went to India, studied under 
Satjahit Ray, obtained money from England, and 
made this, his first film in 1966. Ambitious young 
filmmakers rarely fulfill their dreams so quickly and 
so well. The influence of Ray, who also wrote the 
music for the film is apparent everywhere. The story 
is a lingering, shrewd, deeply moving one of a conflict 
between two cultures who have lived together, yet 
separate, for many years. An English Shakespeare 
company touring India is the central focus for the 
story which is intensified by the star-crossed lovers of 
the film, a young English actress and a wealthy 

: Indian. Ivory wrote the sensitive script in 
collaboration with R. Prawer Jhavala. Although too 
humanistic and slow-paced for some of today’s mod, 
slam/bam audiences, in many ways this study of the 
complex ways in which the oppressed and oppressor 
intertwine and what must be done to grow up as a 
nation and as an individual is more relevant and 
immediate than it was when it was first released in 
this country. Ivory’s work has never received wide

RACHEL, RACHEL (Paul Newman) Newman is 
the oldest of our three young American directors 
Like Coppola and Ivory, this is his first film.

been if Coppola or ivory had proached them 
Newman did nol disappoint the mosey men. Mes film 
won critical praise and cash at the box office. He was 
immeasurably helped by Stewart Stern's senpt, Dede

A sudden noise shook the calm 
of a Sunday afternoon. Glass 
rained down onto the walks and 
grass below. Toxic fumes made 
their way into the air conditioning 
and soon all five floors of the 
Science Building were filled with 
the gas. 

Sunday, August 8, an 
‘experiment being conducted by 
Chemistry graduate student Kurtz 
Carpenter. under the supervision 
of Dr. Robert Nelson went very 
wrong. Nelson, the electro-chemist 
who finally won his six-month 
tenure battle last year, was 
helping Carpenter to make some 
perchlorate salt from perchloric 
acid for an electrochemical 
experiment. Perchioric acid is a 
highly unstable, highly explosive 
syrupy liquid. Although it is 
generally considered unsafe to 
work with more than 10-20 grams 
of this unstable liquid, Nelson and 
Carpenter had between 1% and 2 
pounds of it in a gailon jug on a 
hot plate. Nelson and Carpenter 
had just left the room when the 
blast occurred. Nelson resigned 
soon after the blast 

Fortunately, no one was iniured 
or killed. Had the 
occurred little more than a week 
earlier, an estimated 40 persons 
taking classes in two adjacent labs 
would have been killed. The solid 
wooden door was splintered into 
two pieces and thrown across the 
hall by the force of the blast 
Anyone walking below at the time 
could have been severly cut by the 


explosion 





falling glass. Three rooms, 
including those directly across 
from the room in which the blast 
occurred had their glass blown 
out. Actually, it was considered 
fortunate that the glass was blown 
out, since it diffused some of the 
toxic gas released by the 
explosion and would have been 
trapped in the building to 
circulate. 

The blast area is already in the 
process of reconstruction which 
started a little over a week ago. 
Rooms on both the fourth and 
fifth floors that were damaged by 
the blast should be ready for 
occupancy in the third week of 
instruction. Fifth floor rooms 
suffered cracked floors and a loss 
of utilities when the pressure of 
the blast bowed the ceiling of the 
fourth floor. 

Damaged to the building and 
equipment from the blast, which 
reportedly exceeded the strength 
of 2 sticks of commercial 
dynamite, is estimated at 
$125,000. This includes one EPR 
spectrometer, which by itself is 
valued at $30,000. The 
Chancellor’s office has approved 
the use of $50,000 on repairs. 

Even now, during the cleanup 
process, the room of the 
explosion and those adjacent to it 
are filled with reminders of the 
blast. Blackened and broken bits 
of the glass plumbing used in the 
building because of the acids 
often sent down the drains lay 
piled on a table. A charred piece 
of plywood that formerly braced 
a chalkboard in the room in which 
the blast took place leans against a 
lab table in one of the adjacent 
teaching labs. After the clean up 
began, one can still clearly read 
what was written on the only 
slightly burned chalkboard but 
the plywood board which 
supported it in just a cinder 
On August 29, in an article on 
the first year successes of SSC 
President Bernard Hyink, The 
Sacramento Union discussed 
Hyink’s handling of the Nelson 


case and of other cases saying 
that,“Hyink granted tenure to a 
chemistry protessor over the 
opposition of the chemistry 
department...In each case a 
potential powder keg was 
defused.”

CYA President Gordon Bittle 
explained that the real target of 
the suits is the Cost of Living 
Council and its rulings applying 
the Presidential executive order to 
teachers. 

‘*These rulings are confused, 
capricious and arbitrary, and each 
district which attempts to follow 
them is force to violate California 
law, the contractual rights of 
teachers, and many provisions of 
the United States Constitution,” 
Bittle said. “Inequities caused by 
the arbitrary guidelines set forth 
by federal bureaucrats are so gross 


that we were given no alternative 
but to challenge the entire 
process. The result in California 


has been that nearly all school 
administrator salary increases are 
allowed, while nearly all teachers 
face a salary rollback to the levels 
of July, 1970.” This is despite the 
fact that nearly all California 
teachers signed contracts last 
spring with a specified salary for 
the school year starting July 1, 
1971 


The suits ask the federal courts 
to rule that district salary policies 
and contracts with teachers 
established prior to August 15 
must be honored.

The mentally retarded are children and adults 
who are limited in their ability to learn 
Socially, they are generally immature and 


inadequate, and are sometimes further 
handicapped Sy emotional and physicai 
disabilities. 


Mental retardation may be caused by defects 
in the developing embryo, by deprivation in 
early childhood, by disease of the nervous 
system, by toxins and poisins, or by brain 
injury early in life. It is also thought to be 
associated with prematurity. 

Estimates reveal that about 6 million persons 
in the United States - or roughly 3% of the 
population are mentally retarded. This 
condition causes more disability among 
caildren than any other physical or mental 
abnormality. 

There are differences among the retarded, just 
as there are among the rest of the population 
Generally, those whose IQ is between 50 and 
70 are capable of being educated for a relatively 
independent life. This group represents 90% of 
the retarded population. The remaining 10% 
range from those capable of workir2 under 
sheltered conditions (about 6%) to those who 
are nearly or completely helpless (about 4%). 

The amount of independence each achieves 
depends in large measure on the quality of care 
and understanding he receives and the degree to 
which these relate to his needs. 

THE NEED 

Careful estimates suggest that there are about 
600 adults in Sacramento who are classified as 
moderately to severely retarded. 

Some of these adults can prepare themselves 
for work either in the general economyor jn 
sheltered work situations. Sacramento now has 
programs for these persons. 


Others faced with combined disabilities which 
preclude both the opportunity for work and 
the opportunity for relative independence. 
Sacramento has a program for these persons. 

But for the majority, because of their own

limitations, or because of the limitations of 
Sacramento’s economy, or both, life does not 
hold hope of joining the work force. And it is 
still a truism: If you don’t work, you don’t 
count. 

For these persons the world - with its 
challenges and its rewards - narrows down to 
the neighborhood, to the block, to the home, 
to the T. V. tube. 

For these there needs to be opportunity for 
personal growth, just as all of us find growth a 
continuing part of our lives as we meet 
challenges in the job, in our social lives, in our 
marriages. 

For the retarded personal growth is a 
continuing need, also. Without continuing 
growth, there is regression. Because it is so 
important, because it comes so hard, personal 
growth is the legitimate daily business of the 
retarded. 

The Adult Activities Center offers a chance... 
an opportunity for personal growth for the 
retarded... growth through achievement. 

There is evidence today that the retarded 
person is capable in many ways...one of the 
surprising ways is art, art in all its forms. For 
beauty and its expression belongs to all, is 
recognized by all, can be achieved by all. 

The Adult Activities Center will nurture this 
personal growth ... and encourage it and help 
the retarded individual come to know that he, 
too is an adult in an adult world, however 
handicapped he might be. 

The Adult Activities Center offers a number 
of volunteer opportunities for talented persons, 
persons whose talents lie in that whole wide 
field of the arts, maybe even in surprising areas 

.. for it might also be surprising where the 
retarded adult finds expression. 

The Adult Activities Center offers personal 
growth to the retarded it also offers 
opportunity for personal growth for others, 
through service.

Conservationists are doubly cursed by the agonizing knowledge that 
the philosophical battle between hunters and non-hunters diverts 
precious, limited resources from wildlife’s real problems of 


environmental degradation 


So it’s been convenient to be mutely condescending toward the female 
Hollywood personalities who see a phallic symbol behind every bush, 
and pathetically attempt to do good by sponsoring newspaper ads 
challenging hunters to prove their manhood in bed instead of the field. 


These oblique implications of perversion are essentially sy nonomous, 
except in candor, to the platform of New York City based Friends of 
Animals. According to the gospel of Friends of President Alice 
Herrington, hunters are simply “miserable cowards” with a “lust to 
kill.” 


Another purported friend of animals, one Marta Orbach, appeared or 
a New York radio show earlier this year to say her piece for 
“conservation”: “The only good time I have during the entire hunting 
season is at the end of the season when they say 27 hunters...were 
killed...It’s my fondest wish that all these people are terrible shots and 
they'll all be dead at the end of the hunt.” 


President Alice of Friends, head of an accelerating national campaign 
to end all hunting on public lands, enthusiastically endorses Marta 
Orbach’s grotesque celebration of human beings dying in hunting 
accidents. 


John James Audubon and Theodore Roosevelt were avid hunters and 
not without their critics, so there’s always beer. anti-hunting sentiment 
in America. But it has never been as venomous as it is today, and today 
it can no longer be ignored in the name of convenience or practicality.

President Alice et al are not opposed to killing animals per se. They'll 
stand before a banquet audience denouncing hunters a blood thirsty 
perverts and then sit down and wrap a smile around a steak that ear'ier 
stood in a feedlot rolling its big brown eyes while being injected with 
enzymes and chemicals designed to please the palate 


There is nothing even remotely holistic about their philosophy, for 
they take no offense at fishing, which accounts for infinitely more 
animal pain, suffering and death than hunting. Nor do they blink at 
killing a flower for a temporary table decoration, or a bug simply 
because it’s ugly 


But it would be too easy to attribute their selective application ot 
venom to the fact that Bambi has done a better PR job than Charley 
the Tuna. 


They are ostensibly hunting the hunter because he hunts for “sport’’, 
which was never intended to describe the infinitely complex hunting 
experience, but merely to separate it from the “commercial” killing of 
animals. Rut the oh-so sophisticated urban anti-hunter gives the word 
inflection reserved for little boys who stick needles in grasshoppers’ 
chests and make them jump into one another 


That’s their connotation of squeaky-cold November mornings; dogs 
you've nursed, cursed and cried over, first tracks in new snow, wet feet, 
cold hands and singing muscles in pursuit of a beauti/ul wild creature 
that hasn’t spent its life knee deep in its own dung. inoculated with 
tenderizers, awaiting the reprieve of the sledge hammer so Presid-nt 
Alice et al can buy its flesh in nice, neat, plastic wrappers and be spared 
the truth of blood, guts and death. 


No one, hunters least of all, pretends there are not some real 
obscenities perpetrated by shooters masquerading as hunters. And if 
President Alice et al were interested in attacking these obscenities, they 
would find literally millions of allies in hunters. But they are not 
interested in stopping the obscenities, they want to stop hunting 


hey find it very convenient to ignore that hunters were the primary 
force in organizing and financing the bureaucracies and programs that 
rescued wildlife from wanton exploitation and stimulated the dramatic 
increase in contemporary America’s hunted and many non-hunted 
wildlife species 


Ironically, President Alice et al were and are strangely absent from the 


real battles to save wildlife. You won't find their faces among the 
rag-tag collection of hunters and non-hunters bloodied in combat with 
the purveyors of DDT, or the dredgers and channelizers of the Corps 
and SCS who've killed more wildlife than a thousand generations of 
hunters. 


President Alice kisses all off with the charge that hunters who fight to 
protect wildlife are merely“ posing as wildlife’s benefactor to cover up a 
list to kill.”
